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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are already addressed 
in the final office action mailed on 12/8/2008. The applicant argues on page 17 of the request for reconsideration that the cited prior arts do 
not teach the limitation "SQL extensions that support creation and management of named encryption keys, thereby providing improved 
column-based encryption". As disclosed by Newman in column 4 lines 28-44, column 4 lines 57 - column 5 line 12, and column 5 lines 46- 
54, a key management system provides encryption key management, including creation of encryption keys. As disclosed encryption keys 
themselves can be encrypted with a user's public key, is utilized for encryption, and must be identified by a user to be utilized in the 
encryption process. The encryption key is stored in a table and can be utilized by being called up by a user with a public key. If an 
encryption key of Newman does not have a name or identifier to be called, then there is no way for it to be fetched and utilized by a user. 
As interpreted by the examiner, Newman teaches encryption keys with an identifier to be called by a user. By providing a user with a prviate 
key, a user is able to utilize the encryption system of Newman that provides column-based encryption, which is disclosed starting on page 2 
of the final office action. As to the argument set forth in page 21 of the request for reconsideration, the prior art of Newman teaches utilizing 
SQL extensions for the creation, maintenance, and and usage of encryption keys, as set forth in this paragraph, which is disclosed in page 
9 of the final office action. 
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
